Mayor William B. Hartsfield has given 
official recognition to the jet age with 
announcement of plans for a 30-million- 
dollar improvement program for the At- 
lanta airport. 

The plans include everything needed, 
from a long overdue passenger terminal 
adequate to the demands of the travel- 
ing public, through longer runways for 
tomorrow’s planes, to a decent access 
road. 

The improvements will be financed by 
the city, the airlines, the Civil Aeronau- 
tics Administration and the State High- 
way Department. Incidentally this not 
only is a good example of the interde- 
pendence of our many governments and 
government agencies, but the kind of co- 
operation we should always have and 
too seldom get. 

The traveling public will be most 
pleased by the scheduled construction of 
the access road to the airport. The irony 


of a trip from the city to the field taking 


as much time as a flight from the field 
to Jacksonville will grow sharper as 
planes become faster. The new terminal, 
too, will be a source of pleasure to the 
civic minded. The present one is in- 
famous. 

These plans assure Atlanta’s continued 
importance as a center of air travel.

Is Damaging Education 


County and rural school superin- 
tendents from throughout the nation have 
ended a most constructive conference 
here. One of its best contributions was 
to shed light on the truth that the Ameri- 
can education system tends to discourage 
superior. achievement. 

Our mass education, in other words, 
tends to level down the superior student 
to the average. This, of course, is due to 
the fact that school costs are such that 
little individual attention can be given 


. each student. 


Overcrowded classrooms, teacher 
shortages and the great influx of pupils 
have tended to force standardized curricu- 
lums and mass instruction which the least 
intelligent pupils can understand. Mean- 
while, the gifted student is held back 
with the average. 

Discussing this problem, Miss Lois M. 
Clark, assistant director of the National 
Education Assn.’s rural service program, 
declared that the nation is being robbed 
of some of its best potential talent— 
especially in the field of science—because 
of lack of a to the gifted child. 

In this Conn€ction, it is interésting 
to note that Atlanta is beginning to make 
moves in recognizing the superior child. 
Miss Ira Jarrell, school superintendent, 
has announced that greater attention is 
being given not only to the brilliant stu- 
dent but to the handicapped as well. 

A pilot program in special education 
for gifted children will be launched : this 
year, Miss Jarrell reveals. It should be 
given every encouragement. 

This intelligent criticism of education 
methods deserves full attention. Stifling 
of initiative and development of svfperior 
students weakens the whole structure of 
education. While we cannot escape the 
“average,” to force all students to con- 
form to it is ridiculous and should be 
remedied.

Georgia Power Company

The Georgia Power Co. has an- 
nounced that negotiations are under way 
for the purchase of the Georgia Power 
and Light Co., an organization that 
serves 19 south Georgia counties from 
its headquarters in Valdosta. 

Satisfactory terms have been ar- 
ranged with Georgia Power and Light’s 
parent company, the Florida Power Corp. 
of St. Petersburg. The final contract is 
dependent on approval of the Georgia 
Public Service Commission, other regu- 
latory agencies, and the granting of sat- 
isfactory franchises by municipalities in 
the new area. 

The merging of Georgia Power and 
Light’s properties into the Georgia Power 
system is expected to bring new eco- 
nomic strength to an already prospering 
area by increasing its power resources 
and eventually lowering rates. 

For several years, Georgia Power and 
Light’s territory has felt high power rates 
have held it back as far as new industry 
is concerned. Delegations have appeared 
before the Public Service Commission re- 
questing that something be done.
